Because the words “lawful money 
of the United States’’ were used in­ 
stead of “gold coin,” approval of the 
$75,000 grammar school bonds of San­ 
ta Ana has been withheld by Attor­ 
neys O’Melveney, Stevens and Mil­ 
liken of Los Angeles, attorneys for 
the high bidder for the bonds.

W ording the Same 
The wording in the proceedings 
for the $75,000 common school bonds 
was exactly the same so far as this 
particular paragraph 
is concerned 
as was the wording in the proceed­ 
ings for the $110,000 Santa Ana High 
school bonds. 
The 
$110,000 
high 
school bonds were passed upon by 
the firm of Los Angeles attorneys 
that was called on to pass upon the 
validity of the $75,000 
issue. 
The 
$110,000 issue, with the provision 
that the bonds shalf be paid “in law­ 
ful money of the 
United 
States,” 
was approved by the Los Angeles at­ 
torneys, and the hoods were accepted 
by the purchaser, the money secured 
and expended. 
However, since the objection has 
been raised by the bonds attorneys, 
Attorney L. A. West of Santa Ana, 
representing the Santa Ana board of 
education, has taken immediate steps 
to secure a court judgment to back 
up the proceedings.

noon by the Republican county cen­ 
tral committee. 
One reason for holding back en­ 
dorsements is that as yet the post­ 
masters are all under civil service 
regulations, in accordance with 
a 
proclamation issued 
by 
President 
Wilson in May, 1920. 
While it has 
been confidently expected that Pres­ 
ident Harding will issue 
another 
proclamation 
taking 
the 
postmas­ 
ters off of civil service, no one here 
knows when that proclamation will 
be issued, if at all. 
Under 
the Wilson proclamation, 
which was issued after most of the 
post offices had been headed with 
Democratic postmasters, a residence 
of two years was made a require­ 
ment to appointment. 
This require­ 
ment has boobed up as an import­ 
ant factor in the post office situa­ 
tion at Balboa. 


4-Year Appointm ents 
All of the postmasters in Orange 
county held four-year appointments. 
These four-year terms ended as fol­ 
lows: 
Anaheim, September 5, 1922; Bal­ 
boa. March 16, 1921; Brea, Hunting­ 
ton Beach, La Habra. Santa Ana, 
August 15, 1923; 
Fullerton, June 4,
